Dr. Lewis said the "Lash" 
generally 
was 
in "exceedingly bad 


taste," but objected particularly 
to 


an article attacking the moral char- 
acter of George Washington while 
he lived at Mount Vornon. 


Associates of Bromell whose names 


are being sought by university au- 
thorities were inaid to be rallying to 
his support. 
Bromell contended 
his 


dismissal grew out • of his campaign 
against "an all powerful 
fraternity 


clique" ruling the university. 


The "Lash" was produced, nn an- 


nouncement in it said, to lodge "in 
plain and unmisiakeable language a 
protest against the existence of the 
fraternal oligarchy which dominates 
all student affairs" at the university. 


"For 
many decades," it continued 


"the university has beovi hamstrung 
by a few snobs who have atterr-pte'i 
to run or ruin the school. 
Thus fat- 


they have been successful in both."

ence of the reclpent In New Tork 
City on Mr. Wilson's birthday a,nd 
that because of the political situa- 
tion

Stresemann to make the trip. 


the suggestion is coming that Wash- 
ington 
would be the 
ideal meeting 


place. First, the league of nations it- 
self has been anxious in some conspic- 
uous way to cooperate with the United 
States and would welcome the oppor- 
tunity to prove it is not the bugbear 
its foes say it is. Second, the "United 
States «is not really a party to the 
controversy over land armaments and 
can preside over the conference with 
absolute neutrality of viewpoint and 
spirit. The public opinion of America 
would be an important factor in urg- 
ing1 a successful outcome to the delib- 
erations of the various governments, 
whereas European politics would en- 
ter into the equation if the conference 
were held at any of the principal cap- 
itals. The various governments sought 
Locarno as 'a neutral meeting place 
with 
much 
success. 
Washington 


could furnish as ideal a setting as Lo- 
carno for a lang- armament conference, 
especially one that might last several 
weeks or months. 


As for the supplementary confer- 


ence on limitation of naval armament, 
America would like that to be held in 
Washington, even if the larger confer- 
ence on land armament 
is held else- 


where. Opponents of the league of na- 
tions say Mr. Coolidge is eager to have, 
a conference at Washington because 
he thinks it will enhance his own po- 
litical prestige and that of his party. 
If the conference should be held in 
1D27 in Washington, \\s reflex would 
probably be felt 111 the congressional 
elections in the autumn of that year. 
The late President Harding 
reallv 


found himself strengthened in the first 
two years of his administration by the 
conference on limitation of armamem. 
International . achievements 
always 


are reflected in domestic politics ju&l 
as international entanglements and re- 
verses are an injury to a party's pros- 
pects at the polls. 


If the initiative should come from 


the League of Nations itself to hoi 
the big- disarmament 
conference in 


Washington it would relieve President 
Coolidg-e of some embarrassment be- 
cause the question of sending a dele- 
gation would not be so acute. 


While his opponents are not making 


any flght against sending- a delegation 
to the Geneva conference, because the 
purpose of the gathering1 is merely to 
shape a program, the same would not 
be true when once the program was 
made public. Many arguments might 
be raised so that the president might 
find it difficult to instruct a delegation 
to the final conference. All this would 
be removed if the president issued the 
invitations to the nations gathered at 
the preliminary conference at Geneva 
to come to Washington. It xyould then 
be a conference called by the Presi- 
dent of the United States and might 
to some extent appease the opponents 
of the league of nations. The pros- 
pects of an American meeting- place 
are at the moment so bright 
that 


some anti-leaguers are openly charg- 
ing: that 
Mr. Coolidge consented to 


send a missslon to the Geneva pre- 
liminary conference largely because of 
a belief that the other governments 
would then agree to hold the next and 
bigger cohference in Washington.
